“Beast Butler! 
wrong with Norfolk. That's 
where his headquarters were 
and where he abused prisoners 
in his evil prison.”’ 

Private reports have it that 
Postmaster Summerfield is to- 
day a much better informed man 
on American Civil War history 
than before his designation of 
Norfolk as the site, for the un- 
veiling of the Lée stamp. 


The Beast 


When Ben Butler died in 1893 
a young editorial writer on the 
Nashville Banner wrote a brief, 
happy lead. The title was ‘“‘The 
Beast Is Dead.”’ 

The fires of sectional fervor 
burned even brighter then than 
now. Within days every post of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and many of the political leaders 
of the North, had burned the 
wires with sulphurous protests. 

The editorial became a legend 
of Tennessee journalism. 

Gen. Butler was without. doubt 
one of the most skillful, ruthless 
corruptionists of his or any 
other time. He had tremendous 
influence with GOP politicians | 
in Washington. When placed in 
charge of Louisiana he proceed- 
©] to line his own pockets and 
those of his brother. 

His methods were simple. 

Confederate property was con- 
fiscated as contraband. This in- 
cluded cottom, land and slaves. 
The brother then sold it back to 
the Confederates. Most of the 
cotton seized in New Orleans 
was sold in New York. His 
brother bought flour in New 


That's what’s 


‘a York at 86 a barrel and sold it 


in New Orleans for $24. 

Later,. friends of.the general 
insisted he was not in on the 
thieving. He was, they said, 
victimized by his brother. (It is 
an old story. Every now and 
then politics will turn up such a 
combination of the wicked broth- 
er and the pure-in-heart leader 
who is, because of brotherly 
love, blind to the fraternal 
profits.) 


Insulted Ladies 


He earned the name ‘“‘Beast’’ 
by insulting the ladies of New 
Orleans. One night some of his 
soldiers were ejected from a 
house in the disreputable area 
of the city. As they stood out- 
side abusing the inmates, sev- 
eral of them appeared on the 
grilled balcony and emptied slop 
jars on Butler’s heroes, 

Gen. Butler issued an order 
that ‘‘hereafter when any female 
shall by mere gesture or move- 
ment insult, show contempt for 
any officers or soldiers of the 
United States, she shall be re- 
garded and held liable to be 
treated as a woman about town 
plying her avocation.”’ 

Thereafter he was known as 
*‘Beast.”’ This title replaced an 
earlier one, “Silver Spoon But- 
ler.”’ It was charged he had 
stolen the spoons .in. the house 
he occupied. 

In 1863 Gen. Grant put him in 
charge at Norfolk, and the no- 
torious prison there. Gen. Grant, 
who did not believe in exchange 
of prisoners, hoped _ Butler’s 
presence would prevent it. The 
Confederacy had announced But- 
ler’s conduct at New Orleans 
had placed him outside the rules 
of war. Exchanges were few.

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Hon. Zack Cravey 
Is in ‘Tough’ Spot 


We find ourselves with a certain sym- 
pathetic understanding of the Hon. Zack 
D. Cravey, Georgia industrial loan com- 
missioner, and also commissioner of much 
else, seen and unseen. 

Liké other politicians who have at- 
tained to great power, he is unusually 
sensitive to criticism. Politicians who ex- 
ercise absolute power historically find it 
impossible to believe they might be wrong, 
or that anyone should so suggest. 


Mr. Cravey, for example, has already 
decreed that loan companies must confine 
their ads to a specific size, no more than 
eight column inches. Presumably this is be- 
cause the newspapers of the state are not 
currently in Mr. Cravey’s favor. To be 
sure, the law does not allow this, since 
it prohibits only “false, misleading, de- 
ceptive” statements or misrepresentations. 
But the law itself, which presumably Mr. 
Cravey helped draw, is otherwise ambigu- 
ous enough that he can, if he wishes, 
suspend licenses without any come-back 
from an objector. So, there isn’t much 
protest. 


Also politicians who possess czar-like 
power find it difficult not to use it, once 
they begin. 

So now we find Mr. Cravey saying he 
also may censor and restrict radio and 
television ads. The singing commercials 
may give him a little trouble, but doubt- 
less he can obtain a book which will assist 
him in testing the rhymes and assaying 
them for musical accuracy. Tuning forks 
also are available. He has billboards in 
mind, too. Maybe he will reduce them to 
16 square inches. And some of the loan 
companies have big neon signs, and others 
little-bitty ones. 

And book matches. .. .The next step 
obviously is to cut down on the size of 
them, maybe only two or three to a pack. 

Incidentally, we notice Commissioner 
Cravey has received a well-earned en- 
dorsement from the state’s fire-fighters. 
Maybe if he cuts down on the number of

tion, too. 

Still, as aforesaid, we have a certain 
sympathy for the commissioner. Absolute

Airport Access Road 
Is Closer To Reality 


The long desired, often discussed ac- 
cess road to the Atlanta Municipal Airport 
has been endorsed by Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin. 

Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker of FEast- 
ern Air Lines conferred with the gover- 
nor yesterday, and reported that Mr. Grif- 
fin recognized the importance of the air- 
port to Georgia as well as Atlanta, and 
that work on this important artery was 
high on the list of the state's priority 
projects. 

The planned road would branch from 
the south leg of the expressway, and prob- 
ably would be part of a new route to New- 
nan that already is on the drawing boards 
of the State Highway Department. 

A direct route to the airport—one of 
the world’s busiest—has been in the talk- 
ing stage since the end of World War II. 
Nearly everybody wants it and realizes its 
need but jurisdictional matters and fi- 
nances have prevented its construction. 

Gov. Griffin is to be congratulated for 
recognizing the stake Georgia has in At- 
lanta’s airport. 

The Atlanta airport serves the city, 
state and the Southeastern region. Its old 
terminal building and narrow and crooked 
approaches by land make it considerably 
less efficient than it should be. 

Mayor Hartsfield has announced plans 
for $8,000,000 worth of improvements on 
the field, and Gov. Griffin has added his 
name to the list of public officials who 
favor a through route to the entrance.

The governor of Pennsylvania has 
refused to honor the request of the gov- 
ernor of Georgia for the extradition of a 
convicted murderer. 


Georgia requested Pennsylvania to re- 
turn Edward Brown, Negro, who was 
convicted in Macon for killing another 
Negro. Brown had escaped and was in the 
hands of Pennsylvania authorities when 
he was freed by Gov. George M. Leader. 


Gov. Leader’s excuse was the time- 
worn and threadbare one of being too 
humanitarian to send a man back to Geor- 
gia’s chain gang. 

These chain gangs have been abolished

New Speed Testing Device 


Records Vehicles on Films 


There’s the story about the lady motorist who had her first ex- 
perience with speed being checked by radar. 


‘*‘T don’t know how it works,”’ 


she said, ‘‘but the other day when 


I passed a highway sign ‘Speed Checked by Radar,’ my car auto- 
matically slowed from 65 to 50 and wouldn't go a bit faster.” 


‘Course, the lady was a little 
mixed up. The radar speed check- 
ing device by itself won't slow 
down an automobile. But the police 
officers who use the device can 
and will. 

That's the purpose of radar and 
other speed checking devices—not 
only to catch and arrest speeders, 
but to prevent speeding, which is 
the major cause of traffic acci- 
dents. . 

An article in Behind the Wheel, 
publication of the Georgia Motor 
Club, describes the use of various 
speed checking devices. 

There is a speed checking ma- 
chine which uses the radar princi- 
ple, which is employed mainly by 
state highway patrols. The gadget 
sends out a beam which hits a 
passing car and bounces back, re- 
cording the rate of speed. Since 
these actually use radio waves, 
they must be licensed by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, About a thousand ‘are in use 
in various states. These devices 
cost only about $1,200. 

Most municipal authorities use 
a mechanical speed checking ma- 


> 


chine. One type has two wires 
which are stretched across the 
road. The rate of speed can be 
determined by the length of time 
it takes an automobile to cross 
both wires. 

With either the radar or the me- 
chanical device,’ a policeman can 
radio ahead to a waiting police 
car to stop and arrest speeders. 

One of the latest speed devices 
to be put in use not only records 
the speed of a vehicle but also 
makes a movie of it. The advan- 
tage of this machine is that it can 
be left unattended. When the film 
is developed there is a record of 
the vehicle’s speed plus _ photo- 
graphic evidence, including ligense 
numbers. Registration can be 
checked and the motorist sum- 
moned. 

It should be emphasized that 
speed checking devices are not 
used solely to catch offenders. 
They also are used to determine 
if existing speed limits are too low. 

If traffic is to be moved on 
major arteries, it must proceed at 
a reasonable and safe rate of 
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unhappy if they were compelled 
to live decently in a decent sec- 
tion even if rent were free.

CARROLLTON — When the little 
boy drowned in the college lake 
here a year or so ago, a search 
party was more | 
than seven hours 
recovering the 
body. They had 
to dynamite the 
dam at that, 
even though the 
lake was small. :

ness vowed then that something 
should be done about preparedness 
for such tragic situations. 

Something has been. done. 
Thanks to the leadership of men 
like young Bob Stewart and a val- 
uable assist from the Lions and 
others, Carroll County now has a 
rescue and recovery unit. The unit 
consists of a truck fully equipped 
for lakeshore or other emergency 
plus a countywide crew of 80 or 
more volunteers ready for action. 


The gear on the truck includes 
boats, diving apparatus, ropes, 
hooks, oxygen masks, blankets, 
lifejackets, coffee maker, two-way 
radio, high-amp. generator and an 
auxiliary power unit to provide 
current for six spotlights plus a 
tripod-mounted portable lamp. An 
inhalator is available at the hos- 
pital. The crew is built around men 
from the power company, the 
phone company and ‘the REA, all 
of them already specially trained 
in rescue and resuscitation. 

The truck is housed behind the 
fire station at the city hall. When 
an emergency appeal comes in, 
tiremen call key crew members 
from a list posted at the telephone. 
The call goes first to a rescue 
truck-driver, the first who answers 
from a list of five. Other volun- 
teers go from their homes or busi- 
nesses to the scene of crisis. 

Using the radio in a relay 
through the REA office, the truck 
driver can direct ambulances, doc- 
tors and fellow squad members to 
the place of greatest service. The 
sheriff, the police, and the funeral 
homes respond automatically to 
the alarm. . 

The outfit cost $3,000 to start 
with, the money being donated 
from over the county. Additions 
are made to the equipment as the 
need is seen and the cash becomes 
available. The Lions Club gave the 
radio and is still kicking in $10 a 
month. 

Since its formation in June, 1954, 
the Carroll County rescue and re- 
covery unit has gone out on seven 
calls. It has been directly respon- 
sible for saving one life, that of 
a well digger overcome by fumes 
40 feet down in a hole. In other 
instances, the emergenhcy squad 
has effected quick recovery of the 
bodies of drowning victims. 

The families thus are spared the 
anguish of the long wait that often 
accompanies the efforts of search- 
ers who have neither training nor 
equipment. 

Neighborly Carroll Countians 
who used to wring their hands in 
the frustration of “‘If there were 
only something we could do,’’ know 
now what to do. With equipment 
and know-how, they put those 
hands to work.

Governors Choice 


WASHINGTON—“'It's Adlai in '56.”’ 
That is the politicians’ judgment—and, I would 
say, an acute’ judgment—on what happened at the 


governors’ conference in Chicago last week. 


Bear in mind that the governors 
of the 48 states exercise far more 
influence than any other group in 
the country on the choice of the 
presidential nominees. 


When the governors of either 
party are substantially united be- 
hind one candidate, their voice is 
almost certain to be decisive. 


In 1952 the Republican governors 
were overwhelmingly in favor of 
nominating Gen. Eisenhower and 
in the end it was the force of 
the governors which, more than 
anything else, brought Sen. Taft's 
strong, out-ahead political machine 
to a halt at the convention. 

In Chicago last week the Demo- 
cratic governors showed that they 
were lining up behind Mr. Steven- 
son and this is just about the con- 
clusive tip-off that Mr. Stevenson 
will get the nomination. 

The tip-off wasn’t too visible at 
first. It didn’t get the biggest head- 
lines. The anti-Stevenson interview 
which Texas’ Gov. Allan Shivers 
gave to the press got the public 
attention. Gov. Shivers’ position 
appeared to be that While he in- 
tended to vote for President Ei- 
senhower again, he didn’t want his 
“own’’ party, which he was going 
to vote against under any circum- 
stances, to nominate Adlai Steven- 
son. He would prefer to not sup- 
port some other Democratic nom- 
inee. Gov. Marvin Griffin of Geor- 
gia said he felt the same way.

Of 7,190 Americans captured, 
2.730 died—nearly 40 per cent. 
Most deaths were from. ill-treat- 
ment, poor food and lack of medi- | 
cal care.

Here’s the Right Way for Perfect Nails

NEW YORK, Aug. 18—Most 
women give their nails a mani- 
cure, occasionally at least. But 
usually it’s & quick once-over 
that lasts until the hands hit the 
dishwater, and then the polish 
begins to crack and peel. 

Polish applied on throughly- 
prepared nails should stay on for 
10 days, according to a cosmetics 
firm. 

Here is a nail-grooming routine 
suggested by the firm that re- 
quires a bit of time and pa- 
tience, but offers professional 
results. 

First round up the utensils. 
You will need remover, cotton. 
emery boards, nail powder or 
paste polish, buffer, bowl of 
warm soap suds, towel, orange- 
wood stick, nail lubricator, cuti- 
cle remover, base coat, nail 
enamel, a top coat and hand 
lotion. Place preparations on a 
table where there’s plenty of 
space to work. 

1. Roll a small ball of cotton. 
Dampen with remover and press 
cotton on nail for a moment to 
dissolve old nail enamel. Wipe 
clean. 

NO EXTREME POINTS 

2. File nails with emery board. 
Always file from side toward 
center. Do not file deep into 
corners or make extreme points. 
Keep nails in rounded oval 
shape. This makes them stronger 
and gives hands a more graceful 
line. 

3. Buff nails with powder or 
paste polish. Buffing stimulates 
circulation and keeps nails 
healthy. 
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4. Soak fingers of right hand 
in warm soapy water for three 
minutes. 

2. As you dry fingertips on 
towel, push cuticle back gently. 
Massage nail lubricant around 
base of nails, using cushions of 
fingers. 

6. Dampen the end of your 
orangewood stick, wrap in a wisp 
of cotton and apply cuticle re- 
mover to cuticle and flesh under 
nails. Push cuticle back gently. 
Never press hard, as this may 
injre delicate tissue at the cu- 
ticle and cause ridges or marks 
on the nails, 


Dry cuticle with towel, re- 
peating the gentle pushing-back 
process. Snip off any stubborn 
hangnails with nippers or cuticle 
scissors but do not cut cuticle. 

7. Soak left hand in warm soap 
suds for three minutes. Repeat 
steps 5 and 6 on left hand. 

8. Wipe each nail with cotton 
moistened in remover to take 
away any trace of oil or mois- 
ture. This is important as it in- 
sures adhesion of enamel. 


9. Repair any split or broken 
nails with a special patch prep- 
aration. Allow to dry thoroughly. 


10. Apply base coat to right 
hand and then to left. 


11. Apply two coats of enamel. 
Begin with little finger of right 
hand and repeat on left. Apply 
first coat to both hands, allow 
to dry slightly and follow with 
second coat. Make first brush 
stroke down center of nail, then 
spread carefully to outer edge. 


Make certain there is enough 
enamel on the brush to flow 
easily onto the nail for even 
coverage. 
nail. 

12. Wipe a hairtine edge from 
the tip of each’ nail with the ball 
of the thumb or forefinger This 
helps to prevent enamel from 
chipping. temove any polish 
that has spread to cuticle with 
a cotton-wound 
dipped in remover. 


CLEAR TOP COAT 


13. When nail enamel is slick 
to a light touch, apply a clear 
top coat for glassy hardness and 
gleaming shine. Apply lightly 
and rapidly in a thin coat. Use 
as few strokes as possible. 

14. When enamel is thoroughly 
dry (allow as much as 20 min- 
utes if possible) rub on hand 
lotion to smooth and whiten 
hands. 

Here's a tip for saving 
thickened nail polish. Add a few 
drops of solvent (offered by 
most leading nail preparation 
manufacturers). Never use re- 
mover for this purpose, Postpone 
thickening by wiping the neck 
of the polish bottle with a little 
cotton or tissue moistened in re- 
mover before replacing cap.

Child With Low IQ 


Needs Love, Praise 


Clarice J., 31, is the mother 
of a 4year-old boy. 


“Dr, Crane, I am very much 
in need of some counsel,’’ she 
asked after a PTA convention 
which I had addressed. 


“My younger child, named 
Jackie, is mentally retarded. Oh, 
my husband and I tried to avoid 
Admitting this fact, but we fi- 
nally consulted a psychologist. 

“He tested our boy and in- 
formed us that his IQ was bare- 
ly 75. And he warned us not to 
get upset or try to force the 
child into hulding too high aspira- 
tions in life. 

“I think we are adjusting to 
the situation fairly well, but 
could you give us an explana- 
tioy of what to expect? Won't 
Jackie improve as he grows 
older?”’ 

FACTS ABOUT IQ 

Jackie is 4 by the calendar. 
Contrast him with a normal 
child of 4 and another preco- 
cious 4year-old who can do > 
year-old tasks. 

Jackie, since his IQ is 75, can 
perform only what 3-year-olds 
now do (3/4). As all three of 
these children grow older, their 
brains will grow, as well as 
their bodies. 

But the brain development of 
all of them stops at about the 
age of 16. How will these three 
boys compare then? 

Well, Jackie should still have 
his IQ st 75. That means his 
mental age will be 12 years 
3/4 of 16). 

The normal or average child 
with an IQ of 100, will have a 
mental of 16 (4/4 of 16). 

And the precocious child who 
had the IQ of 125, will have a 
mental age of 20 years (5/4 of 
16). 

Back in 1905, the great con- 
tribution of Alfred Binet and his 
new Intelligence Scale, consist- 
ed of showing us that children 
retain their “relative’’ position 
in brain capacity all throughout 
their growth. 

So we can compare them at 
the age of 4 and then predict 
very reliably what they will be 
able to do at the age of 16, 


“LOVE AND HEALTH 

But other factors also have a 
significant bearing. If a child 
develops ill health or deafness or 
eye defects and thus doesn’t re- 
‘ceive the proper stimulation 
which a normal youngster would 


somewhat. 


| receive, his alertness may drop | 


For the mind whets itself on | 


other minds and various types 
of sensory stimulation. 

A child may also be in an emo- 
tional muddle, as when his moth- 
er and daddy are quarreling and 
drunk, or threatening to get rid 


| of him, 


Such a domestic worry may | 


divert the child's attention from 
his school subjects. He not only 
will possibly “fail in his class- 
work, but his 
tude can sometimes 
IQ rating on later tests. 

The reverse of this is also 
true. Correct a child's ill health 
and make sure his senses are 
keen and adjusted to normalcy, 
as by eyé glasses, etc. 


Shower him with love and 
praise for his good deeds. And 
then you can get the maximum 
attainment out of his mental 
horsepower (IQ). 

As a rule, however, a healthy 
child in a normal home environ- 
ment, who is diagnosed as re- 
tarded in IQ, will remain corre- 
spondingly ~‘etarded all his life. 

The height of his I1Q at the 
age of 4 will indicate what type 
of training to give him. Jackie 
can expect to earn a living, mar- 
ry and be an honest citizen. 


The psychologist who tested 
him, very wisely admonished the 
parents not to hold’ too high 
goals in frént of him. That sort 
of thing demoralizes children. 

Jackie can never become a 
doctor or lawyer or scientist, 
etc., so hold up other attain- 
ments that are within his reach. 
And be lavish with praise and 
love. ;
